Downing recommended Ibat 
Partin be ordered to stop coerc- 
ing Clary or any other local 
teamster and to notify Clary's 
employer to reinstate him. 
Downing recommended also 
that Partin be ordered to com- 
pensate Clary for any loss of 
pay since July 30, 1962. 

Downing’s ruling becomes 
final in 20 days .unless there is 
an appeal to the NLRB. 

Under Indictment 
Partin, business agent of the 
Baton Rouge local, is under 
federal indictment on a charge 
of embezzling union funds. 
The indictment came before his 
testimony against Hoffa at Hie 
Chattanooga (Tcnn.) jury-tam- 
.pering trial. 

A source close to Hoffa con- 
firmed .that trusteeship of Par- 
tin’s local by the international 
union is being investigated. 

Partin was indicted in 1962 
on federal charges of embez- 
zling $ 1,656 of the local’s funds 
and making false entries on 
books and records. No trial 
date has been set and he . is 
free under $50,000 bond. 

In Chicago, a federal jury 
is being selected to try Hoffa 
on charges of conspiracy to de- 
fraud his unfon in a $20,000,- 
000 loan scheme.

Once close friends, the two 
have been bitter enemies since 
Partin’s surprise testimony 
helped the government win an 
eight-year jury-tampering sent- 
ence against Hoffa. 

Dues Refused

; “The evidence shows. . . that
